And Capitalism In Yule Talk

ed communism for its attack on 
Christianity and capitalism for not

The difficulty of conscience, he 
continued, is caused by a condem­ 
nation of the Christian faith, which 
has led to the torture of men.

He expressed hope that he would 
see a reduction in what he describ­ 
ed as the disproportionate levels of 
; life between rich and poor individ­ 
uals and rich and poor nations. 
But the pontiff added the hope 
that this would not be brought 
about by mere mechanization, for 
"society is not a machine:" even 
in the economic field it is not a 
machine. 


Voicing criticism of economic o r­ 
ganizations on both “ this side and 
that side” of the ocean—apparent­ 
ly the Communist and non-Commu- 
nist worlds as well—the pope said 
industrialism has brought benefits 
to the people, but it now’ tends to­ 
wards an impersonal development 
of man that tyrannizes the human 
spirit. 
“ The technicians of production 
and organization cannot by them­ 
selves create a world without mis­ 
ery,” he declared.

fum to his routine of living. Convinced 
that he could never live in an age of good 
will, man's zest for living would be les­ 
sened immeasurably. 
Christmas is a season of mingled joy 
and sadness. The average human being 
is buoyed up by a sense of fellowship 
and at ‘he sam e time dashed down by a 
feeling of irreparable loss. For a brief 
period we love others as ourselves and 
are unnaturally happy because, unfortu­ 
nately. selfishness is the normal inclina­ 
tion of man. 
During this time every gift is a token 
of personal thought, of unselfish interest 
in the joy of others.

cited examples, principally but 
not exclusively 
from the New 
York Pity press, to show that 
Stevenson had not been treat­ 
ed fairly, that by editorials, news 
slanting, the disposition of space 
and pictures. 
Eisenhower had 
all the advantage. 
As I thought it over at leisure, 
it occurred to me that there are 
many other sides to that story 
Newspapers 
are 
not 
conveyor 
belts. They have many forms and 
always have had since the "Spec 
tator" d a\s of Addison and Steele 
and ii 
this country since John 
Peter Zenger. The newspapers of 
Greeley. Bennett, Pulitzer. Ray­ 
mond, Ileal st, and other g r e a t 
figures were personal journals 
that conveyed the views of their 
owners with a partisanship alto­ 
gether unknown today. 
If the ownership of a newspa­ 
per is to be altogether without 
views, opinions and decisions the 
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editorial page should disappear 
altogether If the proprietors are 
to hold no views, why have a v a ­ 
riety of newspapers’’ Why n o t 
have one newspaper in each city, 
one press service for the coun­ 
try supervised by the govern 
ment ’ 


On the other hand, the reader 
had a right 
> expect Stevenson’s 
speeches 
covered 
as

as 
Eisenhower s, and they probably 
were in the leading newspapers 
I have not made such a study 
as Mr 
Weiner has. but Steven­ 
son, who was hardly known to 
most Americans prior to his nom ­ 
ination. has

ators this country has produced 
He could not have such a repu­ 
tation were 
his

M o s t American newspapers 
pubiis i columnists who pick up 
the role of argumentative writing 
discarded by some editors.

Briton Says 
He Wants To 
Go To Prison 


COVENTRY, England (J^-Derek 
Pickering, man of principle, was 
extra mad at the law today—he 
inay not get into jail for Christ 
mas. 
Pickering prefers prison to pay­ 
ing a fine of 2 pounds ($5.60) for 
parking his car without lights over­ 
night in front of his home on a 
dead-end street. Today is the dead­ 
line for coughing up or going to 
the pokey for two weeks. 
So Pickering prepared himself 
to spend Christmas in prison. He 
called in 25 of his pals and threw 
an ale and pork pie party last 
night. Then he polished up his belt- 
driven 1912 motorcycle and 
an­ 
nounced he was ready to drive 
to Birmingham and knock on the 
prison gates this morning. 
But prison authorities said they 
were unable to “ promise that com­ 
mittal will be issued before Christ­ 
mas Day ” A. N. Murdoch, chief 
clerk to the Coventry magistrates, 
explained that one just can’t go 
knocking on prison gates demand­ 
ing entry. The proper procedure, 
he said, was to surrender to the 
authorities, who would handle the 
entrance into the jail. 
The 47-year-old Pickering says it’ 
all very irritating. 
“ My wife. who supports me to 
the end, fixed her Christmas shop­ 
ping." he declared. “ It’s all set­ 
tled as far as I am concerned. 
And now it seems they are going 
to mess it all up by not letting 
me in when I want to go.”
